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Missouri's Cass Like Kentucky's. 

Missouri hat beta laboring under a 
dincuUjr .10 it* tax system nearly ex 
actly alrallar to that at Kentucky. A 
tat commission hai boea at work In 

Missouri and in line with the tax coin 
missions of other procreative atatea It 
has round no aolutlnn of tbe difficulties 
I ol the situation abort of a eonstltu 
tlonal amendment that will give the 
legtslnture greater liberty In dealing 
with the question: but It alao point* 
out that aiieh an amendment la chleSv 
desirable becauae It will lead to aepa 
ratloo of the aources of state revenue 
from the sources of county revenue 

The comments of the Missouri tax 
commission are ao pertinent to the 
nil nation In Kentucky that the follow 
I ing extracts will be found of Interest: 

•'We all agreed that the flrat atep In 
any tax reform la Iba separation of 
the sources of atato and local revenue. 
This change would not require the 
exemption of any claaa of property 
from taxation. The proposed change 
may be effected by tbe adoption of a 
single constitutional amendment. 

"The general features of this sepa¬ 
ration of the sources of state and 
local revenuea may be briefly sum¬ 
marised. The state would discontinue 
the levy of a general property tax 
upon tbe real and personal property 
of the state, leaving the assessment 
and collection of this tax to the coun¬ 
ties and municipalities tor local pur 
poses This would make a saving of 
tbe large expense Incident to tbe 
preaent dual system. It would also 
dispense wltb the work of the State 
Hoard of Equalisation connected with' 
the attempted equalization of assess¬ 
ments of real and personal properly 
among the counties of the state. 

"The state would thereafter derive 
Ita revenue through Its Inherent gen¬ 
eral power of tasatlon upon general 
aubjecta of usatlon. aa by license*, 
corporation taxea. Inspection fees and 
such other forma of taxation as tbe 
general assembly may determine. 

"The different rates of aaaesament In 
the different countlea. enforced by the 
different demands for local revenue, 
would no longer produce Inequality In 
taxation with reference to the atato 
tax. The remedy proposed la. In our 
opinion, the ouly effective remedy. 
Each community could flx Ita own 
rale ot valuation as Its local noeds mat 
require, without subjecting its citizen* 
to the Injustice of being compelled to 
pnv an undue share of state taxation. 

There I* now s certain kind of 
1 home mle in taxation, which consist* 
in llie variation of the rates of assess* 
mint upon property according to tie 
local needs of the community. 
nniriilcs paying taxes on id or so per 
rent or the real value of property, and 
others only 20 or 30 |i<*r cent. The 
report «f the Tax Commission of limj 
•ays H Is In the hounds of truth tunny 
thin no two counties of ihe state have 
tin same rule for the u»se*smcm of 
all classes of pro|>erty. am) generally 
spc.iking, ihete la absolutely no uni 
fortuity as to the proportion of tb>‘ 

I cash valu<- inken as a basis of the 
assessed value. Some counties value 
, real oataie. ao tar as our reports show, 
as low as 30 per cent of Its selling 
price, while others have a 90 per cent 
basis. Some assess real estate at 33'] 

I pei cent, and tangible personal prop¬ 
erly at SO per cent. The commission 
rnocliithd that there was an absolute 
»mil of equality in taxation. 

"Thla Inequality can not be reme¬ 
died by the State Board of Equaliza¬ 
tion. tor the obvious reason that the 
high rate of assessment in certain 
counties. Including the city of 8t 
Louis Is enforced by the pressing de¬ 
mand for revenue for local require¬ 
ments. The board can not raise tbe 
assessments of the counties which 
make a low valuation, as that would 
be imposing an unnecessary burden 
upon those communities 

"We see no remedy for this existing 
Inequality and resulting Injustice, ex¬ 
cept in the separation of the sources 
ot state and local revenue 

•'Under the plan proposed, the state 
would retain all of Its Inherent powers 
ot taxation, except as to the general 
property tax upon real and personal 
property, which would be assessed 
and collected by countlea and cities for 
local purposes The state now levies 
a tax upon insurance companies, 
dramshop*, express companies, sun¬ 
dry corporations, license and Inspec¬ 
tion taxes, and a collateral Inheritance 
tax Wliat other forma of taxation 
ma> be adopted will be for the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly, In Its discretion, to de¬ 
termine. The system proposed re¬ 
quires no change in tbe existing limi¬ 
tations upon the tax rates of the 
counties, cities and school districts 

“The change recommended requires 
no modification of the methods of as¬ 
sessing the property of railroads and 
other public service corporations by 
the State Board of Equalization That 
system it statutory aud Its continu¬ 
ance or modification Is subject to the 
control of the General Assembly. 
Should tbe present system he contin¬ 
ued. whereby the assessed valuation 
made by the slate board Is appor¬ 
tioned to the eounttee. the General 
Assembly should continue the present 
■tale tax upon such valuation and pro¬ 
vide for Ita dlr<-c,t payment Into tha 
state treasury.-

From anti¬ 
quated institutions, the homes for 
the unfortubate insane have beeu 
brought up to tbe highest staudard 
in their history. Cold storage and 
ice plants, laundry plants, aud 
modern sanitary arrangements of 
today have made these institutions 
the most comfortable homes in¬ 
stead of prison bouses which sor¬ 
rowing relatives and friends were 
shocked to visit. From darkened 
dungeons the cells of the peuiteu- 
tiaries have become habitable 
places, well ventilated, heated and 
lighted, and the prisous become 
places of correction aud reforma¬ 
tion instead of deteutiou camps 
where the most brutal tfeatmeut 
whs formerly administered.
